The covert invitation “Come 
to our snow party,” that is given to 
young boys and girls, means that 
somebody is getting paid for it. When 
it is realized that a boy of 24 years 
of age, a convict in an American peni- 
tentiary, had before he was appre- 
hended, taken about $20,000 worth of 
drugs, and had never worked a day or 
earned a dollar in his life, you have 
some clue as to how it is done. He had 
brought many recruits to the profit- 
able “snow parties” staged by the big 
operators and had paid his way.

Drug pedlars charge their poor de- 
praved victims just what they can. 
The master minds in the ring gauge 
the market, and sometimes create a 
shortage just to get higher prices. It 
is then that crime becomes rampant, 
because so great is the distress~of 
| the habitue that, although he has no 
{courage except in this one direction, 
he will do almost anything to get 
what his system demands. Cocaine 
frequently brings $500 an ounce, and 
the victim usually has to steal this 
money. 

The ports of entry into Caanda 
have to be watched with eagle eyes by 
the narcotic division of the federal 
civil service. They recently uncovered 
a novel scheme at Vancouver, which 
operators were using to get contra- 
band drugs in here. They had already 
discovered them in trunks with false 
bottoms, dried fish, in false lighting 
fixtures, which pedlars had fastened 
to the ceiling of the ship, but now 
they find that they have to go out to, 
meet the ship, or the drugs will reach 
shore just the same.

BRITISH LABOR 
PARTY MEETS 
SERIOUS CRISIS 


London, England..Ramsay Mac- 
Donald's Labor Party cabinet was 
saved from possible resignation when 
the House of Commons defeated a 
Conservative amendment rejecting 
the coal mines bill, by the narrow 
margin of eight votes. 

The vote was 281 against 273 in 
favor of giving the bill its second 
reading. 

The division of the House climaxed 
the first serious crisis that has con- 
fronted the administration. Triumph 
of the Conservative amendment 
would have defeated the measure, 
wh ch was one of the chief projects of 
the government. The bill was framed 
to meet campaign promises. 

The narrow margin of victory was 
due to a lessening of government 
support which has hitherto come 
from the benches of the Liberals un- 
der the leadersh'p of David Lloyd 
George. The Liberals themselves 
had prepared a dissenting amend- 
ment but it took exception to only 
a few of the principal features of 
the bill and the Conservatives maneu- 
vered themselves into the front of the 
battle by offering their comprehensive 
rejection amendment. 

In the debate that preceded the vote 
Mr. Lloyd George denounced the bill 
as “incredibly bad,” and as likely to 
raise the price of coal to the consum- | 
ers. But he indicated that his party 
would not oppose a second reading if 
Mr. MacDonakd would ensure them 
that opportunity would be given to 
deal with unsatisfactory aspects of | 
the measure while the bill was still in | 
the comm'ttee stage. | 

In clos'ng the debate the prime | 
minister agreed to consider the Lib- | 
eral objections in committee. Despite | 
this concession Mr. Lloyd George and | 
a number of other Liberal leaders | 
voted against the cabinet in the divi- 
sion. 

Loud cheers came from the Labor 
benches when the result was certain, | 
but these were drowned by cries, “re- | 
sign" when the official figures disclos- 
ed the slim margin of government 
victory. 

Examination of the ballot showed | 
that there were sufficient abstainers 
among the Liberals to account for 
the Laborites winning. Only two 
o* the 43 Liberals in the House voted 
with the cabinet. The total Liberal 
membership is 58. The eight Inde- 
pendents split evenly, 4 to 4. 

The cabinet vote was made up to 
275 Labor tes, four Independents, and 
two Liberals. The anti-government 
vote was made up of 228 Conserva- 
tives, 41 Liberals, and four Indepen- 
dents. 


Prior to the session, the total mem-_| 


bership was figured as consisting of 


289 Laborites, 260 Conservatives, 58 | 
Liberals, and eight Independents. The 


absentees therefore, figured as num- 
bering 14 Laborites aga’nst 32 Con- 
servatives.

Soviets Determined To Eradicate AN 


Synibots Of Christianity 


Sovietized Russia is having 4s 
much trouble with Santa Claus as the 
United States has wth bootleggers. 
Santa, you know, besides a number of 


other extraneous and disturbing ele- 
ments, has become the bootlegger of 
Russ‘a. That's the only way he can 
go down a chimney in Moscow--sur- 
reptitiously. 

The traditional Christmas celebra- 
tion in the Union of Soc alist Soviet 
republics involved as much lawbreak- 
ing as the traditional way of lubricat- 
ing the celebration in the United 
States. 

The police promised to arrest any- 
one cutt ng fir trees or transporting 
or buying the same during the Christ- 
mas season—of which, legally, there 
is none in the Lenin utop a. 

Both the state and co-operative 
stores of Moscow, pledged themselves 
not to sell Christmas toys, or arrange 
Christmas windows or other exhibits 
even faintly fragrant of Yule cheeri- 
ness during the holidays. Moreover, 


they promised to destroy all stocks of 
St Nicholases or other surv ving 
symbols of the holiday, which com- 
memorates the birth of Christianity 
and that of Christ, and which the 
Sov et is determined to eradicate. 

The workers, inctead, were expect- 
ed to contribute the salary they ean 
on Chr stmas Day to the state fund 
for industrialicing Russia, and any 
absentee on that day had to furnish 
an excuse. 

Every cinema, every theatre gave 
an anti--eligious play on Christmas 
Day. Chi dren and adults were to be 
taken to ant’-religious museums for 
lectures aga nst the holiday—its tra- 
dition. 

Although the Atheistic campaign 
proceeds the year round, it comes to 
a climax at Christmas in order to 
eliminate all surviv.ng religious cus- 
toms n Russia.

Mik Cheaper In Canada 
B.C, Government Finds That Milk Is 
Sold Here Cheaper Than In 
U.S. Cities 

An investigation conducted by the 
British Columb'a Government into the 
price at which milk is selling to con- 
sumers in c ties in Canada and the 
United States indicates a consider- 
able advantage to the Canad an buy- 
er. Winter prices in Canadian cities 
range from 11 to 14 cents per quart 
of 40 ounces; in American cities the 
range is from 11 to 17 cents uer 
quart of 32 ounces. Allowing for the 
difference in size of the Canadian and 
American quart Canadian retail 
prices of this most essential fam ly 
food are at least 25 per cent. lower 
than in the United States.

In Bovine Scourge 


Banting Research Committee Reports 
Progress In Dealing With Foot 
and Mouth Disease 

The Toronto Mail and Empire says: 
“New and important findings in re- 
gard to the dreadful foot-and-mouth 
d sease ave reported by the Banting 
Research Committee {folowing two 
years of exhaustive study. Results of 
the study are made public in a pro- 
gress report just issued by the com- 
mittee. 

For years the foot-and-mouth d's- 
ease has been a source of bewildering 
loss to cattlemen, not only on this 
continent but in Burope. Only a few 
years ago the British Government 
carr ed on an extensive inquiry to de- 
termine causes and find curative re- 
strictive methods. 

“Wh le Dr. F. G, Banting was visit- 
ing England, two years ago, the facts 
disclosed by the British inquiry were 
brought to his attent’on. On his re- 
turn to Canada he thought of an ex- 
perimental method which resulted in 
some revelation on the pecularities of 
the dsease. He interested Miss M. 
Cowan, a thoroughly trained research 
worker in the field of bacteriology, in 
the problem. 

“Miss Cowan found the original 
method suggested by Dr. Banting too 
difficult, but gradually evolved her | 
own method which has proved highly | 
successful. Incidentally while contin- | 
uing her exper ments she met Prof. 
H. B. Maitland, of Liverpool, and, fol- | 
lowing her marriage to him and the | 
successful results of her exper'ments, 
left Canada for Liverpool, England, | 
where she now resides.

Increase In Radio Licenses Testify 
To Widespread Use Of This 
Modern fnnovation 

Evidence of the growing popularity 
in Canada of the radio is given in a 
recent official statement to the effect 
that in the first seven months of the 
Canndian Government current fiscal 
year, that is from April 1 to October 
31, 1929, licences had been issued to 
260,488 persons, an increase of 60,000 
compared with the number issued in 
| the corresponding period last year. 
| Though radio broadcasting was intro- 
duced to the world only nine years 
ago, it ls now regarded as practically 
a necess‘ty by many people. No mod- 
ern invention has proved a more bene- 
ficial factor in helping to solve the 
problem of colonization. Radios in the 
rural districts of Canada, especially in 
the more sparsely settled areas, are 
the mediums of provid’ng the latest 
market reports, up to the minute 
news, and programs ef music and en- 
terta‘nment. The settler on a home- 
stead or isolated farm may, if he has 
a radio, tune in on whatever program 
he fancies from the wide variety 
offered daily and nightly. The pleas- 
ure provided by a symphony orches- 
tra in Ottawa or Toronto or by the 
Broadway star in New York is no 
more remote from him than from the 
residents of these c'ties. 

The rad’o is proving a very practical 
auxiliary in helping to settle the 240,- 
000,000 acres of arable land in Can- 
ada that still await the plough.

The holly bush with which we dee- 
orate our homes at Christmas time 
prefers a northern climate to a south- 
ern one, In the former climate the 
bush has been known to atta’n a 
height of from twenty to fifty fect, 
whilst in the latter it is generally 
only a small bush. 

In some places holly is used as a 
medicine for cases of gout and rheu- 
matism, while the leaves and small 
branches, chopped in small pieces, are 
somet'mes given to sheep in severe 
w'nter weather. 

The wood is greatly in demand for 
making musical instruments and 
handles of tools. 

The word “holly” is derived from 
the very ancient custom of using 
| sprigs of this tree to decorate the 
‘churches at Christmas time. This 
gave it the name “Holy Tree,” which 
in due course became known as 
“Holly Tree."’ 

Long ago holly was thought to be 
an antidote for poison and a protec- 
tion against light#ing, and it was be- 
lieved that the flowers of holly would 
freeze water.

Experiences OF Group Of Bnamigtrants 
In Karly Days Of Alborta 

T 1887 there arrived at Hamonton

which is somewhere in Bukowina, 
which is in Europe. They were told to 
go 85 miles north-east of Kadmonton. 
There was no railroad. So they 
spanned in the oxen to the lumber 
Wagons and the trek began. 

The denouement to that story is 
told in the current Canadian Red 
Cross Junior, and it is told by the 
children of the children in those wag- 
ons, told by the Red Cross organiza- 
tion of the school, and only as a 
vague folk tale. They are sending it 
back fom the Canadian village of 
Boian, Alberta, to the namesake vil- 
lage in Bukow'na. 

“Having got their land,” relates the 
story, “thelr next task was to build 
a shelter. They had ne'ther money nor 
all the required tools, but they made 
the best of what they had, The homes 
at first were roughly constructed and 
covered with straw. They had few 
windows and only one small door.” 

The men went to work in the mines 
and on railways where they were em- 
ployed at 50 cents a day. The women 
stayed at home and planted their gar- 
dens, : 

“In the winter time when employ- 
ment was scarce the men returned to 
the'r homes. They bought imple- 
;ments and horses and some bought a 
cow. In the spring they cut down 
the bushes, cultivated the land, and 
sowed wheat. To grind the'r corn or 
wheat into flour they made stone 
grinders. Otherwise they would have 
to take the long trip of 85 miles into 
Edmonton.

In Three Prairie Provinces 


Presages Era of 


W'th four large undetak'ngs at 
present under construction, which will 
ultimately provide 445,000 horse-pow- 
er, hydro-clectric development in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta 
is more active than at any other per- 
fod in the history of these provinces. 
Two of the undertak'ngs are s tuated 
on the Winnipeg River, in Manitoba, 
and have ultimately designed capaci- 
ties totalling 325,000 horse-power; an- 
other on the Churchill River, in Sas- 
katchewan, w'l generate 84,000 horse- 
power, and the fourth on the Bow 
R ver, in Alberta, will develop 36,000 
horse-power. All four undertakings 
are being constructed under interim 
license from the Department of the 
Interior, and the department main- 
tains resident inspecting engineers at 
each to ensure that the works are 
safely and efficiently constructed in 
accordance wth the terms of the 
Icence and the Dominion Water Pow- 
er Regulations. 

In Manitoba, the lower of the two 
new plants on the Winnipeg River is 
being constructed by the North West- 
ern Power Company Limited, a sub- 
sidiary of the Winnipeg Electric Com- 
pany. It is the Seven S sters Falls, 
just above the confluence of the 
Whitemouth River and about twelve 
miles upstream from the town of 
Lac du Bonnet. The distance in an 
aiv-line to Winnipeg is approximately 
sixty miles. The project embraces a 
power stat’on to contain six 37,500- 
horse-power units, a solid concrete 
masonry dam with regulating sluices 
and free spillway to span the river, 
low dykes on both hanks extending 
several miles upstream, and a rock- 
cut immediately below the plant to 
lower the tail-race level and obtain a 
normal operating head of about 66 
feet. Wérk was commenced in Octo- 
ber, 1928, and excellent progress has 
been made to date. Three un'ts are 
being initially installed and are ex- 
pected to be ready for operat‘on un- 
der partial head early in 1931. With 
the completion of the Seven Sisters 
development the pottion of the river 
flow which now passes down the Pin- 
awa channel to supply the P’nawa 


plant of the Winnipeg Electric Com- ! 


pany, will be stopped, the plant aban- 
doned, and the entire river flow util- 
ized in the new development. 
Farther up the Winnipeg River an- 
other new project is actively under 
construct’on at Slave Falls by the 
city of Winnipeg. This site is situated 
about five miles below that munici- 
pality’s Point du Bois development and 
the undertaking comprises construc- 
ton on both sides of an island a short 
distance below the falls. The right 
channel will be spanned by a rock- 
filled dam while the power station, 
sluiceway, and spillway dams will be 
located in the left channel. The power 
station will contain cight 12,000 h.p. 
un'ts operating under a head of about 


30 feet, two of wh'ch units will com- | 


prise the initial installation. The gen- 
eral contract for the works was let 
in June, 1929, and it is expected to 
have the initial installation ready for 
operation ‘n the latter part of 1931. 
Saskatchewan's first hydroelectric 
development is now under construc- 
tion at Island Falls, on the Churchill 
River, a short distance west of the 
Manitoba - Saskatchewan boundary. 
Here, the Churchill River Power Com- 
pany, a subsid’ary of the Hudson Bay 
Mining and Smelting Company, 1s 
building a power station designed to 
contain six 14,000 h.p. units to oper- 
ate under a head-of about 56 feet. 
Three of these units are being in'tial- 
ly installed. The power station is sit- 
uated in the main river channel and 
is flanked to the north by a sluiceway 
dam, while to the south In a natural 
depression the main sluiceway dam is 
located, and in addition sevearl earth 
cut-off dams require to be built. Con- 
struction materials were delivered to 
the site during the winter of 1928-29,

The power stat’on which is de- 
signed for an initial installat‘on of 
two 18,000-h.p. units under a head of 
105 feet, with provision made for a 
third of like capacity, is situated in 
the ma‘n river channel and is flanked 
on each side by a massive concrete 
dam which spans the river. To the 
, south a hydraulic earth-fill dam ex- 
tends for a distance of 2,000 feet to 
the main slu’ceway dam, while to the 
north an earth-fill dam connects the | 
structures to high ground. Power 
from this development will be fed in- 
to the company's extensive transmis- 
s'on system which, when complete, 
will extend from Edmonton on the 
north to near the International Boun- 
dary on the south.

The World’s Poultry Congress 


Canada To Take Important Part In 
Congress To Be Held In London, 
England 

Preparations for the fourth World's 
Poultry Congress, which will be held 
in London, England, in July, 1930, are 
well in hand. Canada will take a very 
important part in this Congress. The 
Dominion is fortunate in having as a 
leader in poutry matters, Mr. F. C. 
Elford, the Dominion Poultry Hus- 
bandman, who is the president of the 
World's Poultry Science Association, 
under whose auspices congresses are 
held. 

Mr. Elford recently concluded a 
tour of the countries in Europe and 
the near east, and has returned with 
the assurance that the great nations 
of the world are preparing to make | 
exhibits and participate im the presen- | 
tation of papers on poultry topics. | 

The London Congress, like the one 
held in Ottawa, in 1927, will include a 
livestock exhibit in which hundreds of 
varieties of fowls and rabbits will be 
displayed. Canada’s exhibit in this 
section will include several hundred 
head. The national exhibits for Can- | 
ada are being prepared by the Feder- | 
al and Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture. The purpose of these | 
will be chiefly to illustrate the part | 
being played by education, research 
and economics in the development of 
the poultry industry. 


Prevention Of Colds 


New York Doctor Gives Ten Rules To 
Follow 

In November there were 400 deaths 
in New York from pneumonia, and 25 
deaths from influenza, and the civic 
health commissioner, Dr. Wynne, 
has broadcast some general advice to 
citizens, advice which is probably as 
good anywhere as in New York. 

Dr. Wynne set forth 10 rules for 
preventing colds. These are: 

1. Eat plenty of nourishing food. 

2. Drink plenty of water; bathe 
frequently 

8. Sleep eight hours each night. 

4. Breathe deeply while in the 
open, but through the nose. 

5. Make certain that your home is 
well ventilated 

6. Make certain that the air is not 
only fresh and of the right tempera- 
ture, but that it contains moisture. 

7. Dress according to the weather. 
Do not permit yourself to chill 

8. Avoid using other's towels in 
homes where there are colds. 

9. Keep away from persons who 
have colds. 

10. If you contract a cold, go toa 
doctor. Don't resort to nostrums.

In Warmer Homes 


Manufacturers Unable To Satisfy 
Demand For Boilers and Radiators 


The recent severe winters in Bri- 
j tain, the strain put upon their style 
a plumbing and unusual accidents 
from freezing within the homes 
seems to have caused the hardy 
Briton to consider more efficient heat- 
ing services indoors. Hitherto most 
Britons who saw a fire felt warm all 
winter, or, at any rate, they didn't 
feel the piercing cold we Canadians 
would over there. We would demand 
winter heat—and now so does John 
Bull, it seems. The Ottawa Trade 
and Commerce Dtpartment reporters 
declare that during the past few 
months there has been an improved 
demand for radiators and boilers, and 
home manufacturers have been unable 
to satisfy the demand and deliveries 
are being delayed from six to eight 
weeks. One well-known American 
manufacturer of radiators and boilers 
are putting down, through their Unit- 
ed Kingdom organization, the neces- 
sary plant for the production of their 
products on a large scale. In the 
meantime, Swedish manufacturers are 
attempting to market a range of 
wrought steel radiators, which can, of 
course, be used if conjunction with 
other cast iron and steel boilers. Sev- 
eral Canadian firms have already 
tried this market, but never does 
there appear to have been such a 
quickening to interest in central heat- 
ing as this year.

Filming Indian Life 


Motion Pictures Will Precerve Usages 
and Customs Of Aborigines Of 
the Plains 
The chiefs of the Backfoot Indians 
near Gleichen, Alberta, approve of the 
motion pictures which are being tak- 
en of their tribe for the National Mu- 
seum of Canada, according to Mr. J. 
H. Gooderham, Indian Agent to these 
Indians, who has written to this ef- 
fect in a letter just received at the 

Museum. 

The Museum archaeologist visited 
these Indians for nearly a week in 
ctober, 1928, and took some 800 feet 
of motion picture film but, the Sun 
Dance is given only in summer, he 
could not take that, the most inter- 
esting ceremony of any plains Indian 
tribe. He again visited them for six 
days in October last, securing many 
specimens, but no motion picture film, 
as his allowance of film for the sea- 
son had long been exhausted. The 
chiefs invited him to attend a pipe 
ceremonial but, having no film for the 
purpose, he went elsewhere to buy 
specimens for the Museum, The 
chiefs, according to Mr. Gooderham’s 
letter (dated December 3, 1929), ap- 
prove of the National Museum taking 
motion pictures even of the Sun 
Dance. “Seeing is believing” with the 
old Indians states Mr. Gooderham, 
who goes on to state that the Mu- 
seum postcard showing exhibits in 
place, which was sent to him to show 
to the Indians, “will do much to make 
clear” the Museum work ‘‘and the ob- 
ject of the grchaeologist’s visits.” In 
a few years the old Indians will be 
dead, and as the young are more in- 
terested in wheat crops, threshing, 
elevators, auto trucks and hail insur- 
ance, than in the old dances and rit- 
uals, consequently if motion picture 
records of these are not soon taken 
the chance will be gone forever. 


Visits Interesting Places 


Mr. Jenness, Of the Department Of 
Anthropology, Ottawa, Recounts 
His Experiences 
Diamond Jenness, Chief of the De- 
partment of Anthropology, of the Na- 
tional Museum of Canada, who re- 
cently returned from the Fourth 
Pacific Scientific Congress, held in 
Batavia, Java, where he represented 
the Canadian Government, gave an 
announcement of his impressions of 
that interesting country at the week- 
ly meeting of the Gyro Club, held at 

the Daffodil, Ottawa. 

Mr. Jenness is perhaps best known 
for his studies of the Eskimo, com- 
menced when he was ethnologist of 
the Canadian Arctic Expedition from 
1913 to 1916. Several reports by him 
on this subject have been issued by 
the Canadian Government; and the 
MacMillan Company has _ recently 
brought out his popular book ‘The 
People of the Twilight.” Before his 
Arctic experiences, however, Mr. Jen- 
ness spent a year among the natives 
of New Guinea, and published the re- 
sults of his investigations there 
through the Oxford University, and 
the Polynesian Society of New Zea- 
land.
